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Canada’s and the World’s Need | 


Occasions arise when it becomes the 
patriotic duty of/every man, and wom- 
an too, to forget, neglect, even sacri- 
fice, their own work and interests for 
the general good their country. 
Such an occasion arose with the out- 
break of the Great War. The happi- 
ness and comfort of home, success int 
business achievement, the general bet- 
terment of one’s position_in life and 
the promotion of the family’s welfare, 
usually and properly the chief worldly 
concern of any person, suddenly be- 
came matters of minor importance. 
The liberty of the whole human race, 
the basic principles on whith civil- 
ization rests, the ideals and indepen- 
dence of the nation itself, were jeop- 
ardized and their destruction threat- 
ened. In these circumstances, one’s 
devotion to purely personal interests 
became utterly selfish and unworthy. 

Generally speaking, a man serves 


of 


his country and the cause of human-+ 


ity ably and well when he devotes his 
best thought and energies to the ey- 
‘ery day work which calls for atten- 
tion, providing the work in which he 
is engaged is legitimate and worthy. 
It should not be, of course, a selfish 
absorption in his own interests to the 
exclusion of everything else. * It 
should not be a miserly regard for 


. . ’ o e | 
personal gain irrespective of the ef- 


fect-on others, and wholly neglectful 
of the finer things in life and of com- 
munity and national interests. But, 
on the whole, the person who does his 
work faithfully and well is serving his 
country 
time. 
This, let it be repeated, is true as a 
gencral proposition, but it was never 
more universally true than it is at the 
present time, The needs not only of 


Canada, but of the whole world, the | 


needs of that civilization which was 
saved from destruction on the battle- 
ficlds of the world during the historic 
years 1914-1918, call imperatively to 
every Canadian to “be on the job” 
doing his own particular work at this 
time, . 

There is no need for emphasizing 


this fact because there is in evidence , 


on all sides of an inclination to “let 
tp,” to put less effort into one’s work, 
in a ford, to get through the day as 
quickly and easily as possible, and this 
at a time when, because of the whole- 
sale destruction of goods and wealth 
caused by the war, there is greater 
need than ever before for a maximum 
of productive effort. As has been 
pointed out over and over again, not 
only do men insist upon easier work, 
shorter hours of labor, more pay and 
more of the good things of life, but 
they become indignant if the price of 
these goods goes up. Yet it must be 
apparent to all intelligent and reason- 
able men that if less is produced ard 
more is consumed scarcity mast rc- 
sult and a rise in prices becomes as 
inevitable as the force of gravity. 
This general relaxation is, however, 
@ natural. sequence of the war, and it 
ls not confined to any one class of the 
population of this and other countries, 
It is manifest in all ranks of socicty. 
During the war there was a tremen- 
dous urging of farmers to work early 
and late and increase food production, 
and of all industrial workers to turn 
out a maximum of goods. This same 
incentive to effort was urged in con- 


nection with the Victory Loan, Pat- | 


riotic Fund, Red Cross, and 
drives.

“During the war Great Britain paid 
the expenses of feeding and proyiding 
thunitions to Canadian troops, bwhile 
in Sanada the Dominion government 
looked after paying for all munitions 
and a large part of the foodstuffs ob- 


tained on British account in this 
country, ‘There have been previous 
adjustments, The last adjustment 


concerned an amount of $251,976,738 
owing by Canada to the British gov- 
ernment, and a total amount of $466,- 
663,177 owing by the British govern- 
ment to the Dominion government.”

In order to overcome as much as 
possible the drouth conditions in 
the southwestern portion of Saskatch- 
ewan, and introduce a variety of 
wheat that will withstand dry seasons, 
AE. Wilson, Dominion Seed Pur- 
chasing Commissioner, has arranged 
to store at Moose Jaw about 3,600 
bushels of Durum wheat, of the im- 
Kaubanka variety, Of this 
amount, 1,100 bushels have been pur- 
hased by the Saskatchewan govern- 
nent’s department of agriculture, The 
whole amount will be distributed, 
through the co-operation of the two 
governments, from Moose Jaw yards 
in small lots by local freight. 

This variety, for seed purposes, cost 
$4.25 sacked f.o.b. Winnipeg, but will 
be sold at the,same price as Marquis 
wheat, the difference amounting to 
$1.7314, being paid by the Déminion 
government, It is considered import- 
ant to develop a variety that will yield 
returns under dry conditions so that 
south-western Saskatchewan may 
have an opportunity of expanding. 
The Dominion and Provincial gove- 
ernments have come to an agreement 
to assist farmers who are willing to 
try growing Kaukanka wheat in every 
way possible,

Eight Million Dollars to be Spent on 
B. C, Roadways 

The British Columbia government 
proposes to spend $8,000,000 on pro- 
vincial roadways during the next few 
years, according to a program map- 
ped out by Hon. J. H. King, minister 
of public works, and recently explain- 
ed in the house at Victoria. Vive of 
‘the eight millions will be available 
through a loan which is shortly to 
be issued,

The delega**s were 
representative of the Council of the 
Six Nations of Brantford and of the 
allied tribes of British Columbia, 
Whilst no-resolutions avere passed it 
was decided to stand by one another 
if the interests of their rights and pri- 
vileges, whi!st a proposal to estab- 
lish a general Canadian Indian alli- 
ance was favorably received. 

The principal subjects 


of the British Columbia Indians, aris- 
ing from the complete denial of that 


province of any land rights or other’ 


tribal rights whatsover to them, The 
bill is now before the House of Con 
mons, by which it is proposed to car- 
ry into effect the agreement re- 
garding reserves entered into between 
the two governments in the year 1912, 
which was based upon the assumption 
that the Indian tribes of British Col- 
umbia have no land rights; (3) the 
interesting historical claim of the Six 
Nations #6 the government of their 
own internal affairs. The conference 
is to be continued and is expected to 
be of benefit to all Indians in Canada,
